“Throughout it ac ted with 
the approval of senior inter- 
departmenlal r e v i e vt" Com- 
rniitees, ineiudingthe Secre- 
t aries of State ^TiUJ Defense 
o r their representa tives. 
These policies, have, there- 
fore, been in effect under 
four presidents.” 

The four: Harry S. Tru- 
man, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
John F. Kennedy, and Mr. 
Johnson. 

The White House still de- 
clines to say whether Mr. 
Johnson had personal knowl- 
edge of the CIA’s financing 
of such groups as the Nation- 
al Student Association prior 
to a recent disclosure of the ' 
situation by one of his assist- 
1 ants, Douglass Cuter. 
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
